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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the 

year  1971. 

There  has  been  a  marked  rise  in  population  of  the  town 
to  19,840  in  1971  from  18,630  in  1970.  This  is  quite  a  substantial 
leap  from  the  usual  increase  of  200  or  sq  which  has  been  the  figure 
over  these  last  few  years. 

The  birth  rate  has  continued  to  fall  to  16.6  per  1,000 
population  from  17.3  in  1970  and  18.4  in  1969.  The  figure  for  England 
and  Wales  is  16  per  1,000  population.  The  actual  number  of  births  is 
830  for  1971  made  up  from  175  boys  and  155  girls  -  a  slight  predominance 
of  males.  This  number  of  330  babies  represents  an  increase  from  323 
babies  born  in  1970, 

The  illegitimate  births  numbered  22  babies.  This  represented 
7  per  cent  of  all  live  births.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  8 
per  cent.  Last  year  the  figure  for  Melton  Mowbray  was  3  per  cent  and 
that  for  England  and  Wales  8  per  cent. 

The  death  rate  for  1971  is  11.7  per  1,000  population. 

This  was  a  decrease  from  last  years  figure  of  12.2  per  1,000  population. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wa les  is  11.6  per  1,000  population.  The  actual 
number  who  died  were  120  males  and  112  females  -  a  total  of  232  deaths. 

This  means  that  the  figure  decreased  from  12.2  in  1970  to  11.7  in  1971 
and  the  relevant  figures  for  England  and  Wales  were  11.7  and  11.6  -  a 
greater  reduction  for  the  Melton  Mowbray  Urban  District.  This  shows  a 
slight  increase  over  last  years  figure  which  was  129  males  and  98  females 
being  227  total. 

Three  babies  under  4  weeks  died  due  to  difficult  labour. 

From  this  age  until  the  age  of  45  years,  8  people  died  of  varying  causes. 
There  was  no  death  in  the  age  group  1  to  4  years  nor  15  to  24  years. 

In  the  group  ranging  from  45  to  54  years,  there  were  9  deaths  -  7  males 
and  2  females.  Of  these,  5  were  due  to  heart  diseases  and  3  males  due 
to  malignancy  -  2  being  of  the  bronchus.  There  were  27  deaths  (17  males 
and  10  females)  in  the  55  to  64  year  group.  From  the  ages  65  to  74 
years,  37  males  and  14  females  died  and  in  the  group  of  75  years  and  o/er, 

53  males  and  81  females  died.  This  latter  age  group  was  the  only  one  in 
which  female  deaths  predominated. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  -  that  is  deaths  occuring  under 
one  year  was  15  per  1,000  live  births.  This  is  a  definate  fall  from 
31  per  1,000  live  births  in  1970.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is 
18  per  1,000  live  births. 

There  were  22  illegitimate  births  in  1971  with  no  illegitimate 
deaths.  There  was  one  death  last  year  out  of  11  illegitimate  births. 
Maternal  Mortality  was  nil. 


Chief  causes  of  death  were  cerebro-yasculor  disease  (47) ; 
ischaemic  heart  disease  (39) ;  malignant  neoplasms  (31) ;  other  forms 
of  heart  disease  (27)  and  bronchitis  and  emphysema  (11).  The  deaths 
due  to  malignant  causes  were  found  predominantly  in  ages  over  45  years  - 
there  being  8  males  and  0  females  dying  from  carcinoma  of  the  bronchus 
and  7  females  of  carcinoma  of  breasts  -  again  all  over  45  years  of  age. 
There  were  9  cases  of  deaths  due  to  ischaemic  heart  disease  between  the 
ages  of  45  and  65  years,  12  males  in  the  65  to  74  age  group  and  11  females 
over  75  years. 

Deaths  caused  by  cerebro-vascula r  diseases  were  predominantly 
of  the  older  age  groups,  women  slightly  greater  than  men.  23  women  to 
20  men. 


Infectious  diseases  during  1971  totalled  47  cases.  This  is 
a  dramatic  fall  from  133  cases  in  1970  and  72  cases  in  1969.  This  fall 
j.c  due  chiefly  to  the  fall  of  measles  from  the  first  place  in  the 
infectious  disease  table.  This  year  there  were  8  cases  of  measles  as 
against  1970  when  there  were  121  cases.  This  fall  is  entirely  due  to 
the  practice  of  immunisation  against  measles,  which  is  offered  to  all  babies. 

The  other  child  infections,  diptheria,  poliomyelitis,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus  which  also  are  prevented  by  immunisation  in  childhood, 
was  again  nil.  However,  scarlet  fever  has  jumped  from  6  cases  in  1970  to 
33  cases  in  1971.  There  is  ho  adequate  immunisation  against  this  infection, 
although  the  antibiotics  are  specific. 

Hepatitis,  caused  by  a  virous  infection  of  the  liver  resulting 
in  jaundice  has  fallen  to  one  case.  Dysentery  still  keeps  at  the  low  level 
of  one  case.  German  Measles  is  not  a  notifiable  disease,  but  is  important 
because  if  a  woman  developes  german  measles  during  the  first  three  months 
of  her  pregnancy,  there  is  a  possibility  of  her  baby  developing  a  congenital 
defect  such  as  blindness  or  deafness.  The  older  girls  from  11  years  of  age 
are  being  immunised  against  german  measles  (rubella)  before  they  leave  school. 
The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Healths'  department  is  researching  for  best 
ways  and  means  of  immunising  their  female  staff  who  may  come  into  contact 
with  german  measles. 

Smallpox  was  again  at) ou^ .  This  routine  vaccination  has  been 

stopped  as  it  has  been  noted  that  although  there  has  been  no  case  of  smallpox 
in  Britain  -  the  vaccination  can  give  a  rise  to  side  effects  in  a  very  few 
cases.  However,  certain  categories  of  people  are  strongly  advised  to  be 
vaccinated  for  example  health  staff  who  may  come  into  contact  with  cases 
coming  into  the  country  and  travellers  going  overseas  to  areas  where  smallpox 
is  endemic. 


There  was  no  case  of  typhoid  fever  notified,  but  two  cases  - 
one  suspected  and  the  other  confirmed,  lived  in  Melton  for  a  few  days  and 
moved  out.  The  first  case  suspected,  because  she  was  overseas  prior  to 
coming  to  the  town,  turned  out  that  she  had  been  previously  immunised  against 
typhoid.  The  second  case  arrived  from  an  overseas  country  and  was  sick  in 
Melton  for  a  few  days  after  arrival.  This  case  turned  out  to  be  typhoid, 
but  she  was  not  registered  ns  she  had  left  the  town. 


There  were  three  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  in  1971  - 
an  increase  from  none  in  1970.  Two  were  males  and  one  a  female  child. 
Tuberculosis  has  not  been  quite  conquered  yet,  although  it  is  held  at 
bay  by  modern  drugs.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Influenza  was  not  dominant  during  the  winter  of  1971. 

In  April,  1971  the  Health  and  Welfare  Department  handed  onto  the 
Social  Services  Department  some  aspects  of  their  work. 

A  family  planning  clinic  was  opened  in  October,  1971  and  after 
a  slow  start  it  is  now  flourishing  and  the  clinic  is  open  weekly  with  a 
doctors  clinic  twice  a  month. 

The  second  section  of  this  report  on  environmental  hygiene  was 
prepared  by  Mr.  Raymond,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  speaks  for 
itself.  This  section  is  again  full  of  interest  and  I  am  gratefully 
indebted  to  him  and  to  the  Public  Health  staff  for  their  continued  interest 
a nCi  enthusiasm  which  they  put  into  their  work  throughout  the  year. 

Finally,  I  should  like  to  say  how  grateful  I  am  for  the  interest 
and  support  throughout  the  year  by  yourself  and  members  of  the  council 
to  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION  PROCEDURES 


The  following  immunisat iop/ vaccina t ion  procedures  were  carried  out 
during  the  year  by  Medical  Practitioners; - 

Diptherio,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis.  Smallpox 
vaccination  is  no  longer  insisted  upon  as  one  of  the  childs  early  immunisation 
procedures  because  the  disease  is  no  longer  present  in  Britain  and  the  actual 
vaccination  carried  with  it  a  very  small  risk  to  the  child.  However,  it  is 
still  advisable  that  certain  categories  of  health  staff  who  run  the  risk  of 
meeting  smallpox  on  persons  entering  the  country,  or  persons  going  on  holiday 
to  areas  where  there  are  known  cases  of  smallpox  existing,  should  receive  immunisat
